J. Goodfellow Will Have Charge of E. 
& N. Road For C. P. R. 


DIAMONDS 


When the C. P. R. takes over the E. 
& N. railway, according to (ho Van¬ 
couver News-Advertiser, J, Goodfellow, 
who has been chief dispatcher and train¬ 
master in Vancouver, will be placed in 
charge as assistant superintendent, 
under Superintendent Mar pole. The E. 
A N. railway will then be known as the 
Island section of District 2 of fhe Pacific 
division of the C. P. R., and will, of 
course, be under the supervision of R. 
Marpole, the general superintendent of 
the division. The management of tho 
steamer Joan and the barge. Transfer 
No. 1. and other steamers included in 
the sale, will be separated from the rail¬ 
way proper, and will be placed under 
the control qf Capt. J. W. Troup, super¬ 
intendent of C. P. R. coast steamship 
lines. 

Mr. Goodfellow. ns a boy, worked as 
a messenger for fhe old Montreal Tele¬ 
graph Company, and had as colleagues 
James Kent, the present general mali¬ 
nger of C. P. R. telegraph*, ex-Mayor 
Cochrane of Montreal, and Dr. Drum¬ 
mond, the not'ed'author. With this com¬ 
pany he learned telegraphy, and In 1871 
started his connection with railways, 
securing a position as operator with the 
Grand Trunk. In 1879 he went to the 
Intercolonial ns train dispatcher, and in 
1882 joined fhe C. P. R. in Winnipeg in 
n similar capacity. Two year* later Mr. 
Goodfellow arrived in British ’Colombia, 
having been appointed chief dispatcher 
at Vale—then the headquarter* in this 
province—by Contractor Ondefdonk. who 
was then operating the road. When the 
lino was taken over by the O. P. R., Mr. 
Goodfellow occupied the same position 
with the comminy. and has been station¬ 
ed at Yale. Kamloops and, for some 
time past. In Vancouver. 

As is generally known the C. P. R. 
cannot take over the Island system until 
a special act confirming fhe sale Is 
passed by the Federal parliament. Thla 
is now being dealt with. 

Next week a party of C. P. R. offi¬ 
cials will mak^ an inspection trip over 
the Tslnnd road. Mr. Goodfellow form¬ 
ing one «»f the party. TTis successor in 
Vancouver has not yet been announced. 
The acquisition of the E. A N. railway 
by fhe C. P. It, w ill lead to several other 
promotions and changes on this division.

Proposed Educational Legislation Hu 
Aroued the Ire of the District 
Representatives. 


At yesterday nfternoon’s session of the 
Central Farmers’ Institute a number of 
important resolutions were discussed ami 
passed. It was decided to request the 
provincial government to provide the sec¬ 
retaries of local institutes with copies of 
all bills relating to agriculture. Another 
carried rtHiomtnending that speakers sent 
to the dry belt lie acquainted with the 
conditions prevailing there. It also was 
suggested that the fruit inspector lie 
given more assistance; that the Noxious 
Weeds Act lie amended in some particu¬ 
lars; that the source und supply of water 
in the neighborhood of Kamloops be de¬ 
fined. and that the poll tax be collected 
by the municipalities. 

A resolution carried asking the govern¬ 
ment to grant $25,000 towards the ns- 
sistam-o of the Dominion exposition at 
New Westminster. It also was decided 
to ask the Federal government to extend 
aid to the tobacco growing industry. 
Assistance was asked in the purchase of 
stamping powder. It,was requested fur¬ 
ther that a tax be put on dogs, that a 
waggon road be constructed connecting 
Comox with Alberni, that the black crow 
'have a price put on its head in certain 
auctions, that the Assessment Act be 
•Mended so that the work may be more 
equitably done, that a creamery inspector 
be appointed, that steps be taken to pre) 
rept Northwest creamery butter being 
sold a* government creamery, and that 
the work of the British Columbia Fruit 
Growers’ Association Is* endorsed. 

The minister of agriculture was then 
Invited to nttend and the most important 
of the resolutions passed during the con¬ 
vention were placed in his hands. He 
promised that everything recommended 
by the institute would receive the serious 
consideration of the government and 
everything possible done to carry out the 
wishes of the farmers of British Uolnm- 
bia. 

The meeting then adjourned until this

Shakhe-tun, Manchuria, March 1.—A 
stubborn tight is raging-on the left wing. 
Vigorous attacks of the Japanese on the 
village of Kudasa have been repulsed, 
and the Russians maintain their position, 
thanks to the intervention of a relief 
column, which attacked the Japanese 
from the west after two passes had been 
occupied. This column was hard pressed 
by tho Japanese, and suffered great 
losses. 

It advanced in detachment)* to tho 
neighborhood of Ubenupusa. and was at¬ 
tacked thrice during the night, at 11, 
midnight, aud 3 a. in., but repulsed all 
the Japanese onslaughts. 

Tbe westward Japanese made a night 
attack on Kut'al pass. Some of the as¬ 
saults were repulsed, but gt 9 a. m. the 
Russian advance guard vacated two out¬ 
works, which had been destroyed by the 
Japanese artillery, aud retired to ad¬ 
jacent and better fortified positions. 

Tbe Japanese attacked Nanshanpq in 
Khandiensan district, at 0 a. in., but 
were repulsed. 


A meeting of the school trustees of 
Saanich district was hehl at the Royal 
Oaks school house last night for the pur¬ 
pose of considering the Education Act, 
now before the provincial legislature. 
The meeting was well attended, every 
school in the district but Oak Bay being 
represented. J. G. Elliott occupied tho 
chair, and on motion of the meeting J. ^ 
A. Grant was appointed secretary. 

In opening the meeting H. E. Tanner, 
M. F. 1\ for the district, explained tho 
meaning of the act. and showed that tho 
acw legislation would be quite unwork¬ 
able. There are twelve school district* 
in Saanich, with three trustees each, 
making 30 in all. on whom the respon¬ 
sibility of the collection of $2,200 woukt 
rest. This is the amount that would 
have to be raised in order to make up 
for the deficiency whicn would arise in 
event of the act passing; in other word* 
this was the saving which the provincial 
government intended to affect in passing 
the new legislation. Rather than go to 
this extreme, Mr. Tanner suggested that 
the poll tax be raised from $3 to $3, or 
that the money be raised in the ordinary 
way of taxation. 

During the discussion which followed 
these suggestions received much con¬ 
sideration, and were generally approved 
as being more practicable than that in 
, the new act. 

! The most remarkable feature of the 
j meeting was the strong stand taken by 
the different trustees. Iti event of the 
bill becoming law these declared that 
they would resign in a body. 

It was moved by J. A. Grant, second¬ 
ed by J. R. Carmichael, aud carried 
unanimously: 

“That a committee, consisting of the 
secretaries of each school district, to¬ 
gether with Messrs. Vv elch. Iceland. 
Holmes, Carmichael. Pim, Little, Alli¬ 
son*. Jones. Fowkes, Neaves, Snelling and 
Elliott, with power to add to their num¬ 
ber. wait upon the minister of educa¬ 
tion on Friday, the 3rd inst.. at 
a.m.. with the object of impressing upon 
the government the views of this district 
on the new Education Aqt-** 

After a vote of thanks to Mr. Tanner 
and the chairman the meeting adjourned.

MRS. J. 1. STANFORD 
DIES FROM POISON 


PASSED AWAY 19 

HOTEL AT H090LDLU 


Left Her Home in California on Account 
of Previous Attempt Made on 
Her Life. 


Honolulu, March 1.—Mrs. Jane L. 
Stanford, widow of United States Sen¬ 
ator I .eland Stanford, died at 11.40 
o'clock last night, forty minutes after 
jthe was taken ill at (he Moann hotel 
here, under auspicious circumstances, 
iwinting. in the opinion of the physicians 
who nttended her in her dying hour, and 
ffeemigly i that of others, to poison by 
the administration of strychnine in n 
vial of bicurlMjnute of soda. 

Mrs. Stanford herself, when found by 
a guest of the hotel who had heard her 
xroaniugln her agony and suffering from 
convulsions, declared, “I have breii poi¬ 
soned" and her last words were, "This 
is a horrible death to die.” 

The physicians any that between con¬ 
vulsions, Mrs. Stanford repeated the as¬ 
sertion that she had been poisoned, and 
said it wns the second time that an at¬ 
tempt had been made, the .first time be¬ 
tas in her San Francisco home, and it 
was this attempt which caused her to 
conic to Honolulu. 

An autopsy on the remains showed 
that the cause of death was tetanus 
of the respiratory organs, but how this 
whs brought about will not be known 
until after nn examination of the con¬ 
tents of the atomach, the rpsult of 
which examination will probably be 
known to-morrow. 

Miss Bertha Berna, Mrs. Stanford's 
necretarv, says thpt the previous at¬ 
tempt on the life of her employer was 
made January 14th last at her home on 
"Noli Hill," Sun Francisco, wheti 
strychnine was found in a bottle of 
Poland mineral water. 

Miss Berner said to the correspondent 
of the Associated Press: "Wo went to 
a pienlc yesterday and were planning 
to go to Ualeiwa, n suburban resort. 

“We returned to the hot<4 at 4 o'clock 
nnd Mrs. Stanford retired to her room 
for n rest. Later she dressed for din¬ 
ner. When the soup was served she 
said that would he sufficient as she wns 
not hungry. 

“We then went to the vernnds, 
where Mrs. Stanford planned the trip 
In Hnleiwn for to-dny. She then said 
oho would retire early so ss to In* re¬ 
freshed for the trip. At ft.30 Mrs. 
Stanford sent for her maid. May Hunt, 
whom she recently employed. She then 
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said fb me, ‘I shall retire ami take my 
medicine. Please get it for me.’ 1 got 
a teaspoonful of bicarbonate of soda, ope 
purgative tablet and n bottle of Bartlett 
water. Mrs. Stanford forgot to take the 
medicine and lay down nnd slept. As 
I soon as she awoke she took the medicine 
and agnin retired. 

"Mrs. Stanford soon afterward was 
seized with convulsions, which throw her 
out of bed. The maid and myself came 
in answer to her call, as did also a guest i 
I from a nearby room. She said: *1 am 1 
poisoned.’ 

"The convulsion* continue in spite of 
Dr. Humphries, her physician.”

statement to the Associated Press cor- I 
respondent: "When I wns called in I , 
found Mrs. Stanford in convulsions and 1 
applied the quickest remedies, but it I 
. was ot |M>ssible to save her life. Mrs.

WITHOUT LATE NEWS. 

Russians Do Not Know Whether Kouro- 
patkin Is Retreating () r Holding 
His Ground. 

St. Petersburg, March 2.—The curtain 
of a rigid censorship has settled dowu 
over events in Muuchuria. There is no 
r.ews of the result of yesterday's fight¬ 
ing. Dispatches describing the pic* 
turesque events of the night retreat from 
Da pass, nud the all-night combat at the 
railroad bridge across the Sliukhe river, 
have been allowed to come through, but 
nothing to show whether Gen. Kduropat- 
kin is withdrawing or is deteruiii'.Hl to 
stand his ground. It is signuicauL that 
no news has lieen received from the 
threutend left flank, the last dispatches 
leaving the Russians clinging desperate¬ 
ly to Oubenpusa against strong forces of 
Gen. Kuroki's veterans. 

Although it is not admitted at the war 
office, the general impression iu military , 
circles is that (Jen. Kouropatkin may bo ' 
forced to withdraw. Not only is Gen. 
Kuroki threatening his commuuioationK, 
but the redoubts at Pntiloff and Nov-' 
gor id hills, and even the hills themselves, 
keys to the positiou of the Russian cen¬ 
tre. ap|iear to be crumbling away under 
the impact of the terrible shells such as 
| levelled the fortifications of Port Arthur 
t nnd rendered the fortress untenable. No 
j troops will be able to retain the position 
long if the Isunbnrdment continues. 

It develops the Russians were unable 
to hold permanently the southern cud of 
the railroad bridge across the Shaklie 
river. The advance of the right wing 
seems for the moment to have come to 
a standstill. Magnificent spring weather 
set in to-day. 

Fired Blindly. 

General Oka's Headquarters, Veb. 28. 

4 p.iu., via Fiisau. March 1.—Last night 
five companies of Russian infantry at¬ 
tacked Lantin. aided by a terrible artil¬ 
lery fire. After desperate hand-to-hand 
fighting, which Instisl for au hour and a 
half, the Russians were repulsed, leaving 
sixty dead. Many trophies were taken 
as well as some prisoners. The Jap¬ 
anese loss did not exceed fifty. 

Small detachments of Russians also at¬ 
tacked at many other poiuts, but in every 
case they were repulsed. 

The Japanese left wing is driving back 
the Russian outposts. The Japanese 
have occupied a line from Shatzeuinn, 
two miles west of the Hun river, hi a 
northwesterly direction, to Kalita, on 
the east bank of the Liao river. 

A heavy bombardment along the en¬ 
tire line west of the railroad is in pro¬ 
gress night and day. The Russians are 
tiring blindly with field nnd heavy guns. 
The Japanese remain in their isisirion 
and make no serious r»*sjwjse to the Rus¬ 
sian fire. 

THE REVOLT IN ARABIA. 

Several Towns Surrounded By Insurgents 
—Number of Turkish Troops Are 
Deserting. 

j Constantinople, March 1.—The present 
insurrection of Yemen province. Arabia. 

J appears to put iu the shade all previous 
revolutions. The centre of the more 
J meat is at Sandn. northward of Sanaa. 

| capital city of Yemen province, ami al¬ 
ready there are signs of its extension to 
the provinces of Assyr. The insurgents 
have again surrounded Sauna, and a 
| stubborn tight lias been in progress for 5 
days. Many of the Turkish troops re¬ 
fuse to resist any further, and are de¬ 
serting. 

In the south, the towns of Arab and 
Hidjeh. the latter containing 2.000 
troops, with four guns, are surrounded 
and on the point of capitulation. 

The alleged victory of February 1st. 
when it was officially announced that the 
Turkish forces had routed the rebels in¬ 
vesting Sanaa and Hoidea, Yemen prov¬ 
ince, aud had relieved the besieged gar¬ 
rison of Sanaa, turns out to hare been an 
insurgent success. 

Turkish defective transportation delays 
the dispatch of reinforcement. The ob¬ 
ject of the insurrection is believed to bo 
the creation of autonomous Arab atate. 

TROUBLE FEARED 

Rumors That Russians Workmen Axo 
Planning a Revolutionary 
I>enionstratkm. 

St. Petersburg, March 1.—Next Satur¬ 
day being the anniversary of the emanci¬ 
pation of the serfs, rumors have been in 
eirculatiou that the day lias been select¬ 
ed for notable events. According to some 
of the rumors the workmen are planning 
an immense revolutionary demonstration, 
while according to other reports the gov- 
ernmeut intends commemorating the an¬ 
niversary by issuing a manifesto estab¬ 
lishing some form of representative leg¬ 
islature. 

It was stated positively, however, on 
competent authority that there is no in¬ 
tention on the part of the government to 
signalize Saturday by auy special mani¬ 
festo; aud plaus for a demonstration of 
workmen, if there are any, have not yet 
reached the men or the Liberal leaders. 

On the other hand it seems certain 
that the recently revised council of min¬ 
isters, ot its weekly session. Is consider¬ 
ing tin* oil important question of reform 
aud evolving governmental alterations of 
a momentous character, hut what form 
these changes are to take it is impossible 
to ascertain with positiveness. Presum¬ 
ably the council is discussing the means 
of briuging the government and the peo¬ 
ple in closer touch. 

According to current reports, the de¬ 
cision has been reuched that the Zemsky 
8obor would he an unsatisfactory agent 
for doing this, and that the ministers are 
now considering other measures looking 
to the same end. A definite announce¬ 
ment of their decision as to the nature of 
the proposed reforms is not expected for 
some time.

took exception to the fact that the votee 
and proceeding* of Friday were not 
absolutely correct in ho far as no record 
was made of the fact that tho Premier 
had moved u resolution on better terms, 
which was withdrawn in favor of 
another one introduced. 

The Premier said he had no objection 
to amending the record of the proceed¬ 
ings in this respect. 

Tlie Speaker said rhat he had agrees] 
to the form in which the subject ap¬ 
peared in the votes and proceeding* be¬ 
muse the lender of the government and 
tlie leader of tho opposition agreed to 
withdraw tho former resolution. In 
view of this he tnotight the proper course 
would bo along the lines in which it ap¬ 
peared. 

The Premier further explained that 
the amended resolution had been drafted 
hy himself, and agreed to by tho leader 
of the opposition. This explanation was 
made in view of the fact that it had 
been represented differently in some 
papers. 

With the consent of the House the 
votes and proceedings wove amend'd in 
Hue with Mr. Oliver's suggestion. 

Asylum Lands. 

John Oliver moved the following reso¬ 
lution: ”Thnt an order of the House 
bu granted for n return of copies of all 
correspondence between the government, 
or any member thereof, and the muni¬ 
cipality of Goquitlniu. or any officer 
thereof, in rmpect of taxes upon lands 
acquired by tbe govemanent In connec¬ 
tion with the establishment rtf a farm in 
connection with the Insane asylum at 
New Westminster." 

In support of the resolution Mr. Oliver 
said that ho had iiudcrsfund that the 
government had agreed t<* pay the taxes. 
Sine* that he had found that tbto was 
not quire according to tlie fact, and he 
asked for the present return in order 
that liu* fullest information might be 
obtained. 

Hon. n. T. Green said that lie had no 
objection to bringing down the papers. 
He said that he had not stated that the 
government had promised to pay the 
taxes. 

Questions and Answers. 

John Oliver asked th** Attorney-Gen¬ 
eral tho following question: What 
authority had the government to convey 
lands in Burnaby to E. Pohlmnn in ex- 
rhangs f< r lauds in Coquitlam? 

lion. Chas. Wilson replied ns follows: 
"By authority of section 3. chapter 100, 
of the revised statutes. 1N07. being tho 
Public Works Act, and by nu order-in- 
'ouncil. approved on the 11th of Mnv. 
10tM." 

Mr. Evans a skid tj><* Premier tho fol- 
lowing question: I* it the intention of 
the government during rhe present ses¬ 
sion to introduce a bill denting with the 
superannuation list*, according to promise 
made last session. 

T, on. R. McBride replied as follows: 
"The government, is considering the 
question of introducing legislation with 
r« Meet to the provincial civil service. 
Tiiis would include the matter of super* 
atm nation." 

14 ml Registry Bill. 

The House then went into committee 
on the bill to amend the Land Registry 
Act with J. Murphy in the chair. 

1 Miring tiie deisate J. A. Macdonald 
. said that the mining industry was sick 
of tiie "tinkering" with file mfnTng laws 
of the province. 

Tlie committee rose and reported the 
bill. 

Premier on School Act. 

On tlie ndjoiirmsl debate on the School 
Act Premier McBride smid that Mr. 
Oliver seemed to look upon tills bill from 
the standpoint of Delta rather than from 
the standpoint _af the province. He 'lid 
not think that the farmers of the prov¬ 
ince would hesitate to ln*ar their allure 
in the burden* of maintaining the school* 
when the situation waa thoroughly under* 
sfood. Tlie cry was made a few years 
ago. when the cities were made to bear a 
considerable part in tin* maintenance of 
schools, that it would press very severe* 
ly. The result had not been ns was 
represented. Severn I of The City High 
schools had even been equipped to do 
second year university work. The rural 
diat'ricts would hot shirk the responsibil¬ 
ity in this resp*»ct. This new system 
would result in the ratepayers taking 
more interest in tlie school affairs. There 
would he added interest in tho manage¬ 
ment of tlu* schools in consequence of 
this. 

He contended That the explanation of 
the 40-mile railway belt as made by Mr. 
Oliver did not explain the shortage in 
the contributions pf tin* Fraser River 


had pretty fully covered the ground. It 
had been charged that Mr. Oliver hud 
Hpoken from the standpoint of Delta. 
Perhaps in* did. and he had a duty to do 
so, as every member had a right to 
speak in tlie Interests of their constitu¬ 
ency. 

Tin* young people growing up were the 
moat valuable asset of the province. 
They were growing up. and would soon 
take their part in opening up tlie dis¬ 
tricts to cultivation. These young peo¬ 
ple foruid the best class of population. 

Had the minister assured the House 
that this net wou|d relieve the public of 
one. dollar of expense? No. lie had not. 
He had assured them that the treasury 
would be relieved.

The Premier, in the absence of any¬ 
thing good to say of tho act, found fault 
with John Oliver for looking to the in¬ 
terests of his constituents rather thau 
the country at large, lie also contended 
that the people of the province, ns in the 
case of the Assessment Act, would be 
prepared to bear the increased burden. 

('has. Muuro, who docs not very fre¬ 
quently address the legislature, but who 
nevertheless is capable of bringing a very 
ripe judgment to bear on public qiu*s- 
tions, and has the ability to express his 
opinion in tiie choicest language, contri¬ 
buted an address which will not bo ex¬ 
celled during the whole debate. Ho 
made a deep impression on both sides of 
the House when he pointed out that if the 
bill was passed those responsible for its 
passage would stand convicted of 
cowardice, inasmuch as they Increased 
the taxation without having the manli¬ 
ness to come out and stato that they 
were doing so. 

J. Murphy's address also was an able 
one, and ho scored the government very 
severely in the happy view which he 
usually adopts.

the educational system. Thaf was n 
IKior stand to take. If that were applied 
to other departments what would lie the 
result? Tlie object of a government 
actuat'd by the spirit of statesman-skin 
was “t!;* greatest good to the common¬ 
wealth." (Appiaus'4. The case of Bri¬ 
tish Colomb.a for better terms wns 
foiiuded on the statement that the con¬ 
ditions in British Columbia were differ¬ 
ent from those in the other provinces, 
and that, therefore, different treatment 
was required. In Manitoba and other 
provinces it was found that the school 
districts differed little from one another. 
The schools wen* a uniform distnnee 
from one another, and the sections had 
practically the same ability to raise the 
money. In British Columbia it was dif¬ 
ferent. Schools were provided to meet 
the conditions. In some of these sec¬ 
tions tin* residents could not afford to 
clothe the children and provide t’ext 
tiooks. Ttii* was a case of discrimin¬ 
ation against the poorer sections. Then 
it wns unfair to ask tin* cities and 
towns with slutting populations to pro¬ 
vide accommodation for these. This act 
tended to drive people to socialism. He 
did not know tliut this was the object 
of the bill, but it liO'l that effect. 

The government’ had again cried out: 
“What shall we do?" This cry had 
hem,heard last session also. He attri¬ 
buted the bill hot to the evil in the gov¬ 
ernment. but to that, negative quality 
which some of them seemed to possess 
to such a great degree. 

Mr. Munro offered suggestions to the 
government He said that there was an 
opportunity to curtail expense* in the 
lands and works department. He in- 
stnnc'sl two case* of two-roomed schools 
being built’ 74 feet by Iks feet. Through 
the centre ran halls IS feet by 38 feet. 
This was nor necessary wliou tlie finan¬ 
cial condition of the province was con¬ 
sidered. He said that he could even 
understand the government putting iho 
maintenance of High schools upon the 
ratepayers, but n common school educa¬ 
tion should be provided for nli children.

lie about $3. 

If tills bill was passed the legislators 
stood confessedly branded as cowards, 1 
been use they did what they ilnn* not 
coine out and confess they would do-— 
increase the taxation. This was not in¬ 
tended to reduce taxation, and the min¬ 
ister would not say it was.i 

In concluding. Mr. Munro stated that 
lie would vote against the second read¬ 
ing of the bill for the following reasons: 

1. -It is at variance with sound .prim 
ciples of political economy. 

2. It is n discrimination against tlie 
poorer school districts. 

3. It will drive tin* best teachers ouf 
of the profession. 

4. It IntpoMMi the moat absurd and 
ridiculous duties upon school boards. 

5. It will remove one of the greatest 
indnoen :*nts to a desirable class of im¬ 
migrants. 

H. If retrenchment is imperative it 
could and should lie attained without 
class legislation. 

J. Murphy's Address. 

James Murphy was reminded of the 
question of what a session of the legis¬ 
lature meant. The answer was that it 
gave an opportunity to increase the 
mortgage on the farm. That wns what 
this bill meaut.

TROUBLES OF FRENCH SMOKERS 

Tobacco i# Government Monopoly— 
Cigarettes That Won’t 
Btny Lighted. 

That long suffering individual, the 
French taxpayer, l# at present indulging 
in nn euergetic protest against the to¬ 
bacco regie. The manufacture of to* 
bacco In every form is in France a gov¬ 
ernment monopoly. The result is in¬ 
ferior ware#. 

I do not menn that the French tobacco 
i# unwholesome. On the contrary, 1 be¬ 
lieve that the product# of the regie are 
all sound tobacco, without deleterious 
mixture of any kind. They may be a 
little trying to a delicate larynx, but 
they will not wreck the nerve# or ruin 
the digestion. 

On® of the most common causes of I 
complaint is the unsatisfactory way iu 
which the tobacco Is prepare*!. Some¬ 
times one finds great bits of wood 
among the leaves. I sometimes imagine 
that the two monopolies, lelegraftli and 
tobacco, get mixed, and that an occa¬ 
sional telegraph pole gets chopped up 
nnd finds it# way info the luicket* of 
t'aporcl. The regie explains that these 
' hunks of wood ure front the branches 
of the tobacco plant. 

Of late years, however, the regie ha# 
shown a little consideration for its cus¬ 
tomers. and introduced a finer cigarette 
of Spanish tobacco. At first they were 
very good, but now they have developed 
a peculiar faculty of smoking nwi v .-f»l 
by themselves. If one lays one down 
for half a minute nnd goes to pick it 
up, all that is left is a little packet of 
gray ashes. 

This peculiarity is the more irritating 
that it is in direct eqjitra#» to the aver¬ 
age French cigarette, which, unless pull¬ 
ed nt continually, at once goes out. I 
sometimes think that this is arranged 
puriwsely in order to encourage the con¬ 
sumption of matches, these bring also 
a government monopoly. 

If a smoker require# an average of 
five matches to get to the end of each 
cigarette, nnd only five matches in ten 
light (a record for the French match), 
the result to the minister of finance 
must he very satisfactory.—London 
Graphic.

The main difficulty encoun¬ 
tered is to prevent cavities and fissures 
In tho crystals. The new process cannot 
be employed with emeralds and sap¬ 
phires. as they become discolored by the 
action of the heat.

YUKON TERRITORY. 

Coal.—Coal land* may be purchased at $Jf 
per acre for sof« coal and $20 for antbrar 
site. Not rsore man 820 acres can be ac¬ 
quired by one Individual or company. 
Uoyalty at the rate of tea cents per too of 
2.UU0 pouuas shall be collected, on the gross 
output. 

Quartr.—l ersona of eighteen years and 
over and Joint stock companies holding trvo 
miner’s certificates may obtain entry for a 
mining location. 

A free miner’s certificate is granted for 
one or more years, not exceeding five, upon 
payment In advance of $7.SO per annum for 
an Individual, and from $5o to $luu per an¬ 
num for a company, according to capital. 

A free miner, having discovered mineral 
In place, may locate a claim 1,500x1.GOO feet 
by marking out the same with two legal 
posts, bearing location notices, one at each 
end on the line of the lode or vein. 

The claim shall be recorded within fifteen 
days if located within ten miles of a mining 
recorder’s office, one additional day allowed 
for every additional ten miles or fraction. 
The fee for recording a claim Is $5. 

At least $100 must be expended on the 
claim each year or paid to the mining re¬ 
corder in lieu thereof. When $500 has been 
expended or paid, the <ocator may. upon 
having a survey made, and upon complying 
with other requirements, purchase ' the

water mark, and subject to the right* of 
all persons who have, or who uiay receive 
entries for twr digging* or bench claims, 
except on the Saskatchewan River where 
the leasee may dredge to high water mark 
on each alternate leasehold. 

The leasee shall have a dredge In opera¬ 
tion within one scasou from the date of tba 
lease for each five miles, but where a jht- 
•ou or company has obtained more than one 
lease one dredge for each fifteen miles or 
fraction to sufficient. Rental, $10 per 
annum for each mile of river leased. 
Royalty at the rate of two aud a half per 
cent, collected ou the output after it ex¬ 
ceed* $10,000. 

Dredging In the Yukon Territory.-Six 
leases of five miles each may 1 m* granted to 
a free miner for a term of twenty years, 
also renewable. 

The lessee's right is confined to tbe sub¬ 
merged bed or bar* In the river'below low 
water mark, that boundary to In* fixed by 
Its position on the 1st day of August in the 
year of the date of tbe lease. 

The lessee *hall have one dredge In opera¬ 
tion within two years from the date of the 
lease, and one dredge for each five mile* 
within six years from such dRte. Rental, 
$100 per mile for first year and $10 per 
mile for each subsequent year. Royalty, 
same as placer mining. 

Placer Mining In the Yukon Territory.— 
Creek, gulch, river and hill claims shall 
not exceed 250 feet In length, measured on 
the base line or general direction of the 
rreek «»r gulch, the width being from 1,0(0 
to 2.000 feet. All other placer claims shall 
be 250 feet square. 

Claim* are marked by two legal p<wta, 
one at each end. bearing notices. Eutry 
must be obtained within ten days. If the 
claim is within ten miles of Mining Re¬ 
corder’s office. One extra day allowed for 
each additional ten mile* or fraction. 

The person or company staking a claim 
must hold a free miner's certificate. 

The discoverer of a new mine is entitled 
to a claim of 1,000 feet In length, and if the 
party consist* of two. 1.500 feet altogether, 
on tbe output of which no royalty shall be 
charged, the rest of the party ordinary 
claims only. 

Entry fee, $10. Royalty at the rate of 
two and one-half per cent, on the value of 
the gold shipped from the Yukoh Territory 
to be paid to the Comptroller. 

No free miner shall receive a grant of 
more than one mining claim ou each separ¬ 
ate river, creek or gulch, but the same 
miner may hold any number of claims by 
purchase, and free miners may work their 
claim* in partnership by filing notice nnd 
paying fee of $2. A claim may be aban¬ 
doned, and another obtained on the same 
creek, gulch or river, by giving not.ee and 
paying a fee. 

Work must be done on a claim each year 
to the value of at least $200. 

A certificate that work ha* been dime 
most be obtained each year; If not. the 
claim.shall be dt-emed to be abandoned, nnd 
open to occupation and entry by u free 
miner. 

The boundaries of a claim tuny 1*» defined 
absolutely by having n survey made and 
publishing notices in the Yukon Official 
Gazette. 

Petroleum.—All unappropriated Dominion 
lands In Manitoba, the Northwest Terri¬ 
tories and within the Yukon Territory, are 
open to prospecting for petroleum, aiul the 
Minister may reserve for an Individual or 
company having machinery on the land to 
be prospected au area of 1.S120 acres for 
such period as he may decide, the length 
of which shall not exceed three times the 
breadth. Should the prospector discover 
oil In paying quantities, aud satisfactorily 
establish such discovery, an area not <-x- 
ceedlng 040 acres, including the oil well, 
will be sold to tbe prospector at the rate of 
$1 an acre, and the remainder of the tract 
reserved, namely, 1,280 acres, will be sold 
at the rate of $3 au acre, subject to royalty 
at such rate as may be specified by Older 
Id Council.

lowed by debate**, after which the au¬ 
thors were accorded hourly votes of 
thHnks. 

Owing to the absence of the secretary, 
L. W. Paisley, the business could not Is* 
proceeded with in the regular order. On 
this account only matters of minor im¬ 
portance were discussed. A letter of 
some Interest, however, was read by the 
chairman from the dairy commissioner, 
J. A. Iltuldick. He said in part: 

”1 notice that there is a feeling that 
the government operation of the cream¬ 
eries in the Northwest Territories is un¬ 
fair to dairymen in Briti?4> Columbia. 
They spoke of bounty f«»d butter under¬ 
selling the local product, etc. As a mut¬ 
ter of fact, there is no government bounty 
or bonus on the butter made in the 
Northwest Territory. Creameries are 
self-sustaining, and there is no bonus 
paid in any way. The effect of govern- 
ment operation is to keep up the price 
instead of reducing it. If these cream¬ 
eries were operated by the owners the 
result would be that they would simply 
dump their butter on this market as fast 
as it was itutfle, and there is not the 
slightest doubt that they would sell It 
for at least two cents n pound less than 
what it has l»een sold for during the past j 
years. We are able with our facilities 
to dis|>ose of nearly half the butter j 
made in the Territories in the Orient and 
Uh* Yukon, and we are getting our trade 
well established in these markets. I feel 
quite sure that the government operation 
of creameries in the Territories is of as 
great importance to the dairymen of 
British Columbia ns it is to those In Al¬ 
berta ami Assiniboin. I nm not apolo¬ 
gizing for th*^ government management, 
but 1 hope that it will not be long before 
we will^e able to pull out of that work. 

I wanted to place this matter before you 
with a view of allaying any feeling of 
dissatisfaction on the part of the British 
Columbia dairymen.” 

Mr. Collins and a number of other 
Vancouver Island deh*gatcH protested 
against the selling of Northwest butter 
In Victoria labelled “Government cream¬ 
ery" nt ridiculously low prices. They 
contended that the practice should be 
stopped. 

Finnlly the communication was receiv¬ 
ed and filed. 

The convention then adjourned to meet 
at 3 o'clock this afternoon.

On Monday evening l)r. Fngnn, secro- 
tary of the provincial board «»f health, 
addressed the efty council of Vancouver 
in favor of granting aid to the movement 
seeking to establish a sanitarium for 
fighting tuberculosis.

In rnnaequeneo tho Mexican 
government took offence, and refused to 
renew tho provlaional regiatry for TjVon 
A Co., h-avhtg tlto craft a nondescript. 

The vessel on arrival here from the 
north last fall was tied up. Capt. Mc- 
Isiiu, who commanded her, went sonth, 
where he remained until last month. 
Coming north again, he brought with 
him a number of men, whom he immedi¬ 
ately placed aboard. There was little 
said nlxtut the proposed movements of 
the vessel.

I mentioned it ia doubtful if the schooner

j mice owing to her previous record. 

Under the lawa of the United States 
I sealing Is prevented except on the north- 
l eru islands, , where certain companies 
enjoy a monopoly of the industry, and 
I tho vesaet conld not be taken to Ban 
I Francisco and there registered if iier 
occupation was to be that of sealing.
